In a perfect world, it is now well 
known, there would be no property.

It follows that thrift is no virtue 
and all devices such as savings ac- 
counts, which increase the number of 
small capitalists, are an abomination. 
If there was ore country which one 
would have thought safe from the in- 
siduous temptation to put money by, 
it would have appeared to be Russia. 
If the Bolshevik administration had 
succeeded in nothing else, one would 
have thonght, they had abolished tho:

But a professor s allowed to pub- 
lish in a Moscow paper an article on 
savings affairs. His purpose is to 
commend to the subjects of Bolshev- 
ism what Canadians would call a sav- 
ings account. Professor Sobolef con- 
fesses without shame chat his scheme 
is borrowed from England, the coun- 
try which Karl Marx tooks as his aw- 
ful erample of the full development of 
capitalism. The Bolshevik exchequer 
has to pay rather a higher rate of 
interest for its credit, even internally 
even among its own employes, is on 
a twelve per cent. basis. 

What has become of the economics 
of Karl Marx? It was the very key- 
stone of his theory vhat capitalism 
grew out of somebody appropriating 
the surplus value of somebody else’s 
labor. Only this made saving and ac- 
cumulation possible. In the end, so 
taught, the proletariat would 
grow tired of this, take possession of | 
all property and the machinery of 
production and administer everything 
for the general good in the new order 
of society.

A UNITED STATBRS-CANADA 
TARIFF WAR LOOMS 


Herbert Hoover’s acceptance speech 
throws out a world challenge that can- 
not be overlooked by Canada. Mr. 
Hoover said: 

‘(An adequate tariff is the foun- 
dation of farm relief, and I would 
use my office and my influence to 
give the United States farmer the 
full benefit of our historic tariff 
policy.’’ 

Mackenzie King will be unworthy of 
his high tariff office and unworthy 
of the leadership of ten million Can- 
adians if he allows this ehallenge, so 
far as ; cpplies to Canada, to go un- 
answereu. Instead of listening to 
threats of further tariffs against them 
Canadians would like to hear in terms 
of tariff reductions against us, -hat 
Canadian purchases in United States 
are appreciated and that Canada 8 a 
purchaser will be respected. 

Notwithstanding the desire of most 
Canadians to do business and _ be 
friendly with the people across the 
line, it is a fact that in the last ten 
years the United States has jockeyed 


tion whereby business between United 
States and Canada has become too 
| one-sided—in plain language. United 
States has out-traded Canada. 

In 1927 Canadians bought eight hun 
dred and thirty-six million dollars’ 
worth of goods from the States and 
Americans bought only four hundred 
and seventy-five million dollars worth 
of goods from Canada. But that dif 


| ference does not truly reflect the dis 


| advantage of Canada’s trade because 
most American imports from Canada 


are made up of newsprint and raw 
materials, while a great portion of 
Canada's imports from United States 


are of highly manufactured articles
